NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 20th November, 1984 

S.O, U67(E).~Whereas the Central Go> eminent is of opi¬ 
nion that it is necessary to appoint a Commission of Inquiry for 
the purpose of making an inquiry into a definite matter of public 
impprtance, namely, the assassination of Smt, Indira Gandhi, 
the late Prime Minister, on the H4I October, 1984. 

Now, therefore, in eWcise of the powers conferred by 
Section 3 of the Commission of Inquiry Act. 1952 <60 of 1952), 
the Central Government hereby appoints a Commission of 
Inquiry to be presided over by Justice M.P. Thakkat, a sitting 
Judge of the Supreme Court of India. 

2. The Commission shall make an inquiry with fespect to 
the following matters:— 

(i) the sequence of events leading to, and all the facts rela¬ 
ting to, the Assassination of the late Prime Minister; 

(b) whether the crime could have been averted and whether 
there were any lapses or dereliction Of duty in this 
ffcgafd on the part Of any of the individuals on security 
Duty at the time of the commission of the crime and 
qtt|er individuals responsible for the security of the late 
Prime Minister; 


(c) the deficiencies, if any, in the security system*and 
arrangements as prescribed or ns operated in practice 
which might have facilitated the commission of the 
crime; 

(d) the deficiencies, if any. in ihe procedures and measures 
as prescribed, or as operated In pfactiie in attending to, 
and providing medical attention tt> the late Prime 
Minister after the commission of crime; and whether 
there was any lapse or deietiction Of duty in this regard 
on the part of individuals responsible for providing 
such medical attention; 

(e) whether any person or persons of agencies were res¬ 
ponsible for conceiving, preparing and planning the 
assassination and whether there was any conspiracy 
in this behalf and, if so, all its remlfications. 

3. The Commission may also recommend the corrective 
remedies and measures that need to be taken for the future 
with respect to the matters specified in clause (d) of rara 2 
above. 

4. The Commission shall submit its report to the Central 
Government as soon as possible but not later than 6 months. 

5. The Commission may, if it deems fit, make interim re¬ 
ports to the Central Government before the said date ort any of 
the matters mentioned fn paragraph 2. 

6. The headquarters of the Commission shall be at New 
Derhi. 

7. The Central Government is of opinion that, having regard 
to, tfie nature of the Inquiry to be made and other circumstances 
of {fie case, all the provisions of sub-section (2) sub-section (3), 
sub-section (4) and sub-SeCtlon (5) Of section J of the Commis¬ 
sions of Inquiry Act, 1952 (60 of 1952), should be made appli¬ 
cable to the said Commission and the Central Government, in 
exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of the said 
section 5, hereby directs that all the provisions of the said sub¬ 
sections (2), (3), (4) and (J) of that section shall apply to the 
Commission.
